Veterans’ Bureau, is giving the mat- 
ter of these transfers his personal 
attention, and I am informed by the 
public press that he is now in New 
York supervising this work. 


Last week telegrams were dis- 
patched to the St. Barnabas Hospital, 
the St. James Hospital, and the City 
Hospital of Newark, requesting them 
to advise the number of such patients 
that they, with their present facilities 
could accommodate. I am informed 
that each hospital replied as to the 
number of patients which could be 
taken care of in their particular hos- 
pital, and I have no question or doubt 
but that these facilities will be uti- 
lized. I am informed that no patient 
whose condition is such that travel 
might jeopardize their health or lives, 
will be moved from the Fox Hills 
Hospital. I am further advised that 
in the case of tuberculosis patients, 
many of those whose condition is such 
that a change in climate will affect 
a cure, will be given an opportunity 
to select any one of certain Govern- 
ment Institutions in the West. I am 
absolutely certain that every effort 
will be made to comply with the de- 
sires of the individual patients, inso- 
far as this action is possible, taking 
into consideration the patient’s con- 
dition, as well as the available facili- 
ties for handling his particular kind 
of a case.

A conference of the Board of Com- 
missioners was held on the above 
date, in the Mayor’s Office, at 11 
o’clock A. M., for the purpose of con- 
sidering changes in the new Centre 
Market.

Mr. Worthington, of the firm of 
Phillips and Worthington, who was 
called upon by Commissioner Gillen, 
stated that where borings were made 
beneath 45 piers it would not be 
necessary to extend ten, but it would 
be necessary to extend 35. He stated 
he could not teil off hand how many 
piers would be able to withstand the 
load of the building, and he suggest- 
ed that this matter be delayed until 
he was able to make all borings be- 
neath all piers. 


The following communication was 
received and read: ‘

Dear Sir:— 


Regarding the extension of footings 
of the new city market to. greater 
depths as recommended by Phillips & 
Worthington, engineers, I have made, 
so far as the time at my disposal 
would permit, an examination of the 
reports of the engineers, which covers 
39 borings, gone over the plans of the 
structure and inspected the site of the 
building, as well as samples of bor- 
ings taken. There are several types of 
soils found at different levels, a great 
many of which are very similar, dif- 
fering only in the coarseness of the 
aggregate or the amount of clay pres- 
ent. 


“Bullsliver,’ which is a very fine 
sand and clay, containing considerable 
water, has practically no stability 
and when subjected to pressure and 
unrestrained laterally is subject to 
immediate displacement. Where this 
soil is found it is without question ad- 
visable to go below it to a firm strata. 
Of the 39 borings examined, as con- 
tained in the report of borings, I find 
that only 7 borings show a soft ma- 
terial that could be designated as 
“bullsliver.” 


A solid that occurs at most all 
piers, as shown by borings, is a coarse 
“sand, gravel and stones (loose),” the 
same being the designation given to it 
by the Engineers and it is the first 
type struck as an original soil, it - 
being a glacial drift, and has a vary- 


ing depth, in some cases showing as 
much as ten feet deep. In places this 
soil runs to depths of over 20 feet be- 
low the street level. This material 
is loose because it is dry and because 
the size of its grains do not admit of 
bonding by the presence of any mois- 
ture, or small amount of clay as oc- 
curs at some points. This soil when 
found in layers of suffictent thickness 
and at suitable depths will withstand 
considerable pressure without dis- 
placement. The Newark Building Code 
allows a maximum of ten tons per 
square foot on firm gravel, while the 
New York Code allows 4 tons per 
square foot on coarse sand, 6 tons per 
square foot on gravel, 3 tons per 
sguare foot on fine and dry sand and 
two tons per square foot on wet sand. 
Other authorities recommends as safe 
loads, 8 tons per square foot on firm 
coarse sand and gravel and 4 tons per 
square foot on dry sand and clay and 
sand clean and dry. 


I cite these figures as ar ‘“dication 
that some authorities consiaer this 
class of soil as capable of withstand- 
ing the loads the market structure 
will transfer to the footings. 


In three cases I find the recommen- 
dations to rest the footing on “sand, 
gravel and stone (loose),” the depths 
of this soil under the footing being 
2 inches, 3 inches and 6 foot 6 inches, 
while it is recommended in other 
cases to go through this soil to reach 
a “fine sand and clay (fair),” a soil 
which if it becomes wet would be 
quite unstable. In other cases “fine 
sand and clay (fair)’ ‘is gone through 
to reach other soils. Also “coarse 
sand and gravel’ ’is gone through to 
reach “fine sand and clay (fair)” a 
fact quite significant. 


Philips & Worthmgton, I was given 
to understand were asked to look for 
a soil suitable to carry a load of 4 
tons per square foot. The architects 
state the total load on the footings to 
be 705 tons for the interior columns 
and 435 tons for the exterior columns. 
The interior footing area is 215 
square feet, giving a load per square 
foot to be sustained of 3.3 tons, The 
exterior footing area is 182 square 
feet, giving a load per quare foot to 
be sustained of 3.2 tons. 


Some questions are presented for 
consideration—the loads to be sus- 
tained, as given above are 18% less 
for the interior column footing and 
20% less for the exterior column foot- 
ings than the loads for which Phillips 
& Worthington were looking for a soil 
to carry; and inasmuch as the “sand 
gravel and stones” is loose, it is 
necessarily subject to appreciable 
compression and lateral displacement 
and particularly so at the depths at 
which these -footings will rest? 


Also it is worth considering addi- 
tional spread of footings to decrease 
the superimposed load per square 
foot, as an alternative to costly ex- 
tensions of footings to greater 
depths. 


Phillips & Worthington have with- 
out doubt a recognized standing in 
work of the nature on which they 
were retained, but the highest au- 
thorities are not always right. I 
would consider it advisable to retain 
the services of an independent con- 
cern as highly skilled on this particu- 
lar work as the above engineers, for 
a further report or possible confirma- 
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tion of the results and recommenda- 


tions already made.

At the suggestion of Mayor Bried- 
enbach this matter was laid over un- 
til Mr. Worthington completes his in- 
vestigation and report. 


Commissioner Gillen:—The next 
matter is that of a power plant. 
There is some opposition to this as 
there is to other additions or changes 
proposed in the market plans, 


I may say that this market plan is 
a legacy which I received from Com- 
missioner Monahan. When the pro- 
ject was discussed by the preceding 
Commission, as you know, I opposed 
the building of the market then and 
I spoke against it at public gatherings 
throughout the city. Fate, however, 
has removed me from the office of 
Mayor, which I then held, and has 
placed me in Commissioner Monahan’s 
seat charged with the responsibility 
of supervising the construction of the 
new Centre Market. 


If I am permitted, I propose te 
have this market built in the best pos- 
sible manner and to make it complete. 
The responsibility for it, however, 
rests on the shoulders of each Com- 
missioner as much as on mine, 


The original estimates made by the 
architects and engineers as to the cost 
of building this market amounted to 
approximately One Million Seven 


Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,700,- 
000). It was, however, understood 
and agreed that in the beginning we 
would not let contracts for certain 
equipment and certain things about 
which there was no hurry; for in- 
stance, it was decided not to ask for 
bids for the refrigerating plant, the 
elevators, market stands and one or 
two other things that were in the 
original plans, as these things could 
be purchased later at a much lower 
cost. We decided to let contracts for 
the building, plumbing, heating and 
electricity, which contracts have been 
made. It rernains, as far as the orig- 
inal plans are concerned, still to ad- 
vertise for the stands, refrigerating 
plant, elevators, ete. The engineers 
estimated that for the contracts which 
have been let so far the cost would 
exceed One Million Dollars ($1,000,- 
000). The bids were much below this 
estimate, amounting to approximately 
Seven Hundred and Seventy Thous- 
and Dollars ($770,000.) The question 
of a power plant was delayed because 
of the possibility of the bids running 
very high and even exceeding the 
amounts of the estimate, 


It is now thought by many that a 
public comfort station must be put in 
the basement of the market as the 
toilet facilities in the present plans 
are inadequate and that the centre 
market will not be complete unless 
we install our own power plant. The 
opposition to the power plant origi- 
nated with the Public Service Com- 
pany, combined with one or two dis- 
appointed bidders. All sorts of sto- 
ries and rumors have been circulated 
regarding the contract for this build- 
ing. The Public Service wants to 
enjoy a monopoly of all electric 
business and yet it is unable to sup- 
ply, as was demonstrated during the 
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war, the full demand m this city for 


electric power. During the war scores 


of industries intending to locate in 
Newark were turned away because 
they could not get current from the 
Public Service Corporation with which 
to operate their plants. The most not- 
able of these was the Muscle Shoals 
plant on which a hundred million dol- 
lars or more was spent. The major- 
ity of the Commissioners then decided 
to have the city build a light and 
power plant. You know the history 
of this. The people of Newark voted 
to build a municipal plant, at the 
general election. The Public Service 
crowd got busy and their friends went 
into court and have succeded in defeat- 
ing the will of the people of Newark. 
This corporation is unable to supply 
what the people of Newark want and 
it will not permit the people of New- 
ark to help themselves. The city’s 
growth and progress are in this way 
hampered beyond description. 


The same thing can be said of 
transportation facilities. The Publie 
Service Corporation is trying to put 
the busses off the streets and still its 
system cannot supply fifty per cent. 
of the street transportation facilities 
required by the city. 


Now we are going to build a new 
centre market. I propose that a pow- 
er plant be installed in this market. 
We have already, in the present con- 
tract, contracted for a heating plant 
which will require a regular force of 
engineers and firemen to operate, This 
power plant is merely an elaboration 
of the present heating plant with 
Some additional equipment, the whole 
thing costing one hundred and seven- 
teen thousand dollars. We have en- 
gaged expert engineers, have gone 
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thoroughly mto the matter and all the 
figures I have been able to obtain 
clearly prove that not only would this 
be the efficient and the proper thing 
for the city to do, but it would be the 
most economical. By installing our 
own plant we can produce the cur- 
rent required at a lower cost than we 
can purchase it for and we can make 
enough profit to pay for the plant 
without creating an additional burden 
for the taxpayers. 


No big private concern today is 
building any big plant without install- 
ing in it a power plant. Nearly all 
your public buildings, including your 
schools, have their power plants, 
Hahne & Company, Bamberger & 
Company and all such big stores have 
power plants. Most of the large fac- 
tories now being constructed have in- 
dividual power plants. The Pruden- 
tial Insurance Company, an allied in- 
terest of the Public Service Corpora- 
tion, has its own plant. Would not 
the Prudential purchase current from 
its friend the Publie Service if things 
were at all equal? Why should this 
corporation be permitted to interfere 
with the business of this city? If we 
want to put a power plant in this 
market why should the Public Service 
crowd be allowed to prevent our in- 
stalling such a plant? 


Commissioner Gillen moved that 
the city be authorized to proceed with 
the installation of a power plant for 
the new centre market. 


Commissioner Howe: I heard all 
kinds of stories. about how the con- 
tractor made a very low bid and was 
to be taken care of by deals for ex- 
tras. The Public Service nor anybody 
else can dictate to me as to how I 
should vote. I do not own a share of 
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Public Service stock at the present 
time and never did, but in view of 
the present situation I shall be com- 
pelled to vote against this power 
plant. 


Commissioner Raymond:—-My reas- 
on for voting against the power plant 
is the same as expressed by Commis- 
sioner Howe and I want to keep the 
cost down. I do not believe the mo- 
tive would militate against the com- 
missioners opposed to the project. 


Mayor Briedenbach:—I will vote 
against the power plant for the same 
reason as explained by Commissioners 
Howe and Raymond. I believe it 
should have been included in the orig- 


. inal plans, if anywhere. 


Upon a eall of the roll, the motion 
was declared lost by the following 
votes: f

Commissioner Gillen:—Under the 
present plans the new market build- 
ing will not have sufficient facilities 
to accommodate patrons for a public 
comfort station. It has been sugges- 
ted that a public comfort station be 
placed in the new market. It has 
been estimated that this comfort sta- 
tion will cost $117,000. 


Dr. Craster urged the Board to ap- 
prove the public comfort station on 
the ground that it was an absolute 
necessity from a health standpoint. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 


we disapprove of a public comfort 
station in the centre market. The mo- 
tion was adopted. 


Commissioner Gillen:—At this time 
I would like to bring up the question 
of compensation for appraisers, men 
who made appraisals of the buildings 
before they were purchased by the 
city. Daniel W. McGee and John 
Enstice sent in bills for $18,234.48 
each and Mr. King sent in a bill for 
something like seven thousand dollars, 
I would suggest that these bills be not 
paid because, in my judgment, they 
are exhorbitant and excessive and þe- 
cause there is some doubt in my mind 
as to the validity of the original pro- 
Position to engage them. I would sug- 
gest that I be authorized to settle 
with McGee and Enstice for $2,500 
each and with Mr. King for $1,500. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 
Commissioner Gillen be authorized tc 
settle with John Enstice and Daniel 
W. McGee on the basis of $2,500 each 
and for $1,500 with Mr. King. The 
motion was adopted.

Ac- 
cording to newspaper reports the con- 
tractor is now desirous of having the 
second floor heightened instead of 
lowered, 


We would call your attention to the 
fact that we, accompanied by several 
City Comimssioners and two Centre 
Market merchants, selected by the 
Centre Market Association, visited 
the west side market in Cleveland, 
Ohio. which is accepted to be the best 
type of market in the U. S., the East 
Side Market at Cleveland, the princi- 
pal market in Pittsburg, Pa., and the 
markets of both Baltimore and Wash- 
ington before planning the new mar- 
ket, and we believe that we have not 
only adopted the best features of the 
markets and automobile parking sta- 
tions that we visited, but have en- 
deavored to make the Newark Mark- 
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et and parking station far superior to 
the others.

It is here- 
by determined that all of the purposes 
for which money is hereby appropri- 
ated are of the classes describei in 
Clauses (b) or (e) of subdivision C 
of subsection (3) of Scetion 76 of 
the Act aforesaid, as amended, for 
which bonds maturing within a pe- 
riod of twenty years may be issued. 
The said bonds shall be Five Hundred 
in number, numbered from 1 to 500, 
of $1,000. each. They shall be dated 
April 15, 1922, shall bear interest 
from their date at the rate of four 
and one-half per centum (442%) per 
annum, payable semi-annually, on 
the 15th day of April and October in 
each year, until maturity, and shall 
mature in order as numbered (begin- 
ning with Bond No. 1) and in twenty

cations for cemeteries should be 
granted and no further extension of 
those already in existence permitted.

Commissioner Brennan:—I would 
like to present the name of another 
prominent Attorney for the office of 
Judge of the Second Criminal Court, 
and with all due respect to Mr. Mur- 
ray; I am satisfied he is capable of 
filling this position, but I feel in jus- 
tice to myself and: the Criminal 
Courts, and Inasmuch as this position 
has been filled by a man of Italian 
extraction, I want to present the 
name of a man who has had a num- 
ber of years experience and of 
Italian extraction, and I am going to 
present the name of Anthony J. 
Fenelli, 


Commissioner Gillen: I have a 
name I would like to present, and 
while I do not think there is any use 
there being three names to that reso- 
lution, I would like to present the 
name of another gentleman who I 
think would make an excellent Judge. 
I have every high respect and re- 
gard for Mr. Murray who has been 
nominatnated in this resolution. I be- 
lieve he will make an excellent Judge 
from every sense. He is very just and 
a very bright citizen, but it does seem 
to me inasmuch as the Judge who has 
just resigned was of Italian-American 
extraction, that that position in a 
sense belongs to that race. While, 
of course, we are not bound to ap- 
point a Judge of any particular race, 
still there is in this great cosmoposli- 
tan city, citizens composed of a great 
many races, and among these racial 
groups there is none stronger than 
the Italian. The Italians very justly 
feel that according to political ap- 


pointments they have not received 
their just share of public positions, 
and in order to keep them happy and 
contented, I think each racial group 
should be recognized in these appoint- 
ments in so far as it is possible to 
do so. Inasmuch as this position has 
been held by an Italian-American 
with credit, distinction and honor, I 
feel he should have in his place one 
of his own race, and we should ap- 
point another Italian-American. I 
would like to nominate a young law- 
yer in this city who is well known 
and highly respected and recognized 
for his integrity and ability, and I 
offer the name of Nicholas L. 
Albano.

An editorial in the Sunday Call de- 
liberately, maliciously and falsely 
stated that the Newark City Hospital 
was in bad shape while I was Mayor. 


The Sunday Call has not hesitated “ 


to make false statements regarding 
my acts as a public official. Some 
persons are fooled by these false 
statements. 


When I took charge of the City 
Hospital in 1917, it was a third rate 
Hospital. In the third year of my 
administration in 1920, the American 
College of Surgeons gave the City 
Hospital “Class A” rating, the high- 
est rating a Hospital can receive. 
When I took charge, there were num- 
erous complaints daily; Within two 
years there were very few complaints 
and at the end of my terms as Mayor 
there was not more than one com- 
plaint a month. 


Nearly every person appointed to 
an important position, while I had 
charge, was selected by the Medical 
Staff, the Superintendent or the head 
of the Nurses Training School. These 
appointments were mostly of a tech- 
nical nature and I kept politics out 
of them as much as possible. I make 
this statement, which I wish incorpor- 
ated in the minutes, to keep the rec- 
ords straight and because I took 
great pride in the City Hospital and 
devoted a lot of time and thought to 
its welfare. I found a conflict be- 
tween the Superintendent and the 
Medical Staff which I settled by giv- 
ing the Medical Staff complete re- 
sponsibility and power in the medical 
care of patients and by giving the 
Superintendent complete control over 
the business end of the institution. I 
was, however, the responsible head of 
the Hospital under the law, which re- 
sponsibility I could not delegate and 


did not try to delegate. In the case 
of dispute betwee nthe Superintend- 
ent and the Medical Staff, the matter 
was referred to me and usually set- 
led satisfactorily. 


The following letters from doctors 
of the Medical Staff give ample evi- 


- dence of the efficient administration 


of the Hospital affairs while I was 
Mayor:

City Hospital, and that the relation- 
ships of the Executive Committee of 
the Hospital with you were always 
most cordial. The Hospital in conse- 
quence was designated as belonging 
to “Class A” of the American College 
of Surgeons, and was the first hospital 
in the city to receive this honor. In 
this class it has since remained. 


I take this opportunity of adding 
my personal appreciation of your sin- 
cerity of purpose in administering to 
the needy of our city.

In reply to your letter of the 23rd 
inst., asking me for my opinion on 
the conduct of the City Hospital af- 
fairs and of the general conditions 
prevailing while you were Mayor I 
would state that I have been connec- 
ted rather closely with the develop- 
ment of the institution during the 
past twelve years, during which time 
I have noted a gradual, slow but very 
definite improvement in the whole 
hospital. This has taken place 
through successive administrations. 


At times there have been and still 
are spasmodic periods when improve- 
ments in personnel and equipment 
have been more rapid. 


Such a period undoubtedly took 
place during your administration 
when by a lot of good work you 
placed the institution in such shape 
that it was recognized by the Ameri- 
can Coilege of Surgeons as a ”Class 
A” hospital. I think the people of 
Newark should be proud of that ac-

Commissioner Gillen:—Now, 


Mayor, I do not wish to take up any . 


great amount of time in this connec- 
tion for the presentation of my case, 
but this editorial was so bigoted, un- 
warranted and discgurteous, like so 
many things they said in the Sunday 


Call, that I think the records should 
be kept straight. The Hospital un- 
der my administration was not seri- 
ously handicapped. In the first year 
that I took charge the Federal Gov- - 
ernment took away most of the Nurs- 
es.and Doctors, and we worked under 
serious handicaps, due to the war. In 
the last two years, we got the high- 
est rating possible for a Hospital to 
get in America and that, of course, 
contradicts the false statement of the 
Sunday Call, and it also answers the 
false statements on the part of out- 
siders who are always ready to take 
up the cry of mismanagement of city 
affairs that you as Mayor may find 
it necessary to change. If you find 
it necessary to eriticise some of the 
conditions that is your business and 
obligation, because the law places 
that responsibility on your shoulders 
and you must discharge that respon- 
sibility, but immediately unlicensed 
libertines from the outside undertake 
to try to make it appear to the world 
that the whole management of the 
City Hospital was bad and the people 
who would try to run the City Hospit- 
al affairs, do not know how to run 
them and this is in answer to these 
false statements that were published 
in the Sunday Call and. to keep the 
records straight.

Mayor Breidenbach:—I would like 
to say I also had an editorial last 
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Sunday in regard to Mr. Talbot’s con- 
dition. J want to make the statement 
that I do not feel that I am the cause 
of his illness. I found fault with Mr. 
Talbot because I found conditions un- 
satisfactory. I have not criticised 
the Nurses or Medical Staff, or any 
other Mayor who had charge of the 
Hospital. I feel as though I owe this 
responsibility to the people of New- 
ark. This editorial went so far as 
to say that if Mr. Talbot should die 
I would be the cause of his death. 
I am not responsible for his sickness 
or condition. I am going through 
with this City Hospital reorganiza- 
tion. I have made improvements 
within the last month and I am going 
to reorganize it if it takes a year or 
three years. At a conference of the 
heads of departments held at the 
Hospital yesterday morning, there 
was not one head of a department 
who did not admit the conditions as 
I found them. It was absolutely true 
that the Hospital was not in the 
shape that it should have been when 
I first visited it, and I want it under- 
stood by the people of Newark, that 
I am not the cause of Mr. Talbot’s 
sickness. 


Commissioner Gillen:—When I left 
the Hospital it was in very good con- 
dition, which is demonstrated by the 
ratings it received from the American 
College of Surgeons. It may have 
been in the changes that occurred 
that the management. in the last few 
months did go backward, because I 


understand that the rule that I estab- 
lished for a dual control was abolished 
over to Mr. Talbot, who wads not in 
good health and perhaps as a- result 
of that the Hospital may have deteri- 
orated. 


I wish to have it go on record when 
I left the Hospital as Mayor of the 
City of Newark, I left it in first class 
shape, and there is not a physician 
in the City who will not testify to 
that fact.
